Washington, April L8.—The important 


news of the day hero haa been that of the 
bombardment of Mantanzas. All that is 
known of It in the navy department, 
however, is from the press dispatches. 


Up to noon the department had received 


no report from Admiral Sampson about 
the affair. It is believed not to have been 
of great consequence. It was probably 
simply to draw fire from the batteries to 
learn their number and character. It is 
not known to have been Sampson's inten- 
tion to bombard yet, but it is believed he 
will soon take steps to begin a livelier 
bombardment of Mantanzas. 


This action Is important chiefly as 


showing the intention of the naval de- 
partment in carrying on the war. 


Numberless rumors have been circu- 


lated of the movements of Spanish f hipi, 
and many reports have said that the 
Havana squadron would be drawn north 


% 


to protect the coast. 


So far all these are pure guess work. 


No one knows the whereabouts ot the 
Spanish ships now unaccounted for at 
naval stations. They may be in mid- 
ocean headed this way, but no one knows. 
Until something definite is seen or heard 
of them, the navy department will simply 
provide for every possible contingency, 
but will continue the blockade of Havana

Ha« Railed a Storm. 


Topeka, April 28.—Governor Leedy 


took action yesterday which practically 
disarms the state national guard, and 
there is every Indication that Kansas 
Will have no troops ready for service out- 
side the state for several weeks. It is 
clearly the purpose of the administra- 
tion to "turn down" the state rntlitla, 
and tne three regiments from Kansas 
must be made up largely ot raw recruits. 
The governor telegraphed to the captain 
of every organisation directing that all 
army clothing and equipage belonging 
to the state or federal government be 
forwarded at once to the adjutant gen- 
eral in Topeka. This step In effect dis- 
arms the militia, and has raised a storm 
throughout Kansas. Following this ac- 
tion Leedy named five recruiting offl- 
eers, assigning them by congressional 
districts, and these officers will enroll 
the Kansas volunteers.

Key TTest, April 28.—The first real at- 


taok on Spanish territory came yesterday 
at Mantanzas, when the New York 
Puritan and Cincinnati fired on and si- 
lenced the forte there. 


Some of the batteries were ia coarse of 


construction, and the damage to them 
was heavy. The Spanish marksmanship 
was poor, and our vessels were unharmed. 


The Spanish version of the affair says 


that "after a half-hour's fighting, the 
American ships were obliged to retreat." 
The truth is that the American ships left 
in half an hour because thei 0 was no 
more fight left in the Spanish batteries. 


Nothing haa been learned from the 


Spanish side, but it is believed that there 
was loss of life. No damage was done on 
our ships. 


As the New York", Puritan aha Cin- 


cinnati were reconnoiterlnp for the pur- 
pose of locating and destroying the de- 
fences, the flasship was fired upon. With- 
out a moment's hesitation, the adjmiral 
gave the long-awaited signal, and the 
New York steamed fearlessly in between 
the two big batteries, and was soon blaz- 
ing away with both broadsides. 
The 


Puritan steamed in behind the New 
York, and eng-aged the fortifications on 
Point Maya, while the New York went to 
starboard, close up to land, and poured 
her sheila into Rubal Cava. 
The cap- 


tain of the Cincinnati, which had re- 
mained well astern, under orders, now 
signalled for permission to 
engage, 


which was given, and that vessel soon 
turned her guns into the fort on the west 
side of the bay. 


The batteries fired volley after volley 


of explosive shells, but most of them fell 
far and wide of the mark. It took the 
three ships just 18 minutes to silence the 
batteries. 
The last shot fired by the 


Spanish came from Point Rubal Cava. 
The Puritan replied with one of her 12- 
inch guns. 
The shell struck the battery 


with wonderful accuracy, and blew up a 
great portion of it. 
After waiting for 


the Spaniards to renew the engagement, 
the three ships withdrew, leaving both 
batteries in ruins. 


All told, the United States ships fired 


S6 shots at the forts. 
This is by actual 


count from the Somers N. Smith; the 
forts fired probably 2S shots. 
Having 


demolished the Spanish batteries, the 
ships then immediately stood out to 
sea. Not a shell had struck one of them, 
but there had been three narrow misses 
of the New York. The Spanish fired a 
schrapnel once, which had burst above 
the ship, a shell had struck Just in front 
of her, and another struck Just aft. The 
fact that the Spaniards failed to strike 
such a large target as the New York, 
towering, as she does, like a house out 
of the water, was taken as excellent evi- 
dence that they are not good marks- 
men. On the other hand every Shot that 
the New York fired after she got the 
range was pitched right into the bat- 
teries. 


The bombardment developed that the 


largest pieces mounted by the Spanish at 
Matanzas are 8-Inch guns, and the best 
opinion Is that there were not more than 
five or six guns there. 
But far more 


important than the destruction of the 
Matanzas batteries Is the conclusion 
about the future which may be drawn 
from the bombardment. 
This conclu- 


sion is that Havana Is absolutely at the 
mercy of the United States fleet when- 
ever we choose to open fire. 


Rear Admiral Sampson, when asked 


If he was satisfied with the results, said: 
"I am; I expected to be." 


The half completed earthworks and 


battery were apparently ploughed up by 
the shells. All the ships engaged showed 
excellent marksmanship throughout the 
engagement and when they were firing 
at the shortest range nearly every shell [ 
took effect. 
The forts which were bom- ' 


barded were on a low point and were con- 
sidered merely earthworks. 
They did 


rot make a good target, yet when the 
big guns were fired at the shortest range 
portions of the forts could be seen fly- 
Ing in the air at every shot.

FOB ACTIOW. 


Authorities Harassed by PnMIc Demand 


For Tangible Itcuralts. 


Washington, April 28.— Impatient calls 


for action are coming up from the opun- 
try. The men who are charged with the 
(responsibility of carrying on the war 
are harassed by the clamor of those who 
cannot comprehend the policy of de- 
ferring an aggressive move until every- 
thing shall be ready for an effective 
Stroke. It is the old cry of "On to Rich- 
mond" adapted to the time, and the ad- 
ministration, fortunately for its peace 
of mind, has the history of the early days 
of the civil war to fall back upon foi 
Justification of its present course. 


It is not true that the authorities in 


Washington are idle, that they are 
waiting solely for the purpose of de- 
lay, or that they ara loitering along 
•without a plan of action. Every hour 
of every day has its absorbing duties 
land its anxious thought. The military 
and naval authorities are busy with 
the work of preparation, and it is only 
fair to allow tSem free action, unhamp- 
ered,, by premature criticism, until it 
shall appear that the plan upon which 
they have entered is lacking In effec- 
tiveness or intelligence. 


Those who are impatient tor action 


'are likely soon to have their wishes 
gratified. Almost any day may bring 
the news that the American and Span- 
ish fleets in Asiatic waters have met, 
and the first naval battle of the wal 
has been fought. Commodore Dewey 
li on his way to tht Philippines with 
this squadron, and Admiral Montejo, 
the Spanish admiral in command at 
Manila, has taken up a position to await 
tits coming. The two fleets) will almost 
certainly find each other before the close 
of the week ; it may be a matter of hours. 
There is little apprehension in naval 
circles as to the result of the first naval 
encounter, for Commodore Dewey's fleet 
is regarded as superior to that of his op- 
ponent. It dees not contain so many 
chips, but those under Dewey's com- 
mand are more modern and better pre- 
pared to battle than those with which 
Montejo will have to meet them. 


Gratifying though a victory in Asiatic 


Waters would be, a naval battle there 
would be only a diversion in the general 
plan of the campaign. The great object 
which the administration has in mind 
Is to drive Spain from Cuba, and all its 
strategy is being directed to this end. 
There has been no change in policy. 
Everything that has been done and 
everything that is doing looks to the sur- 
render of Spanish authority, and the de- 
feat of Blanco. 


It has been the program from the 


Beginning t j maintain a -pacific block- 
ade of Spanish ports in Cuba, to rljjc no 
tmval engagement for the present, but 
to bottle up the Spanish troops until 
everything shall be ready' for » suc- 
cessful assault by land. The adminis- 
tration does not expect to reduce Ha- 
vana solely by means of a blockade. 
That would he a task from which any 
power might shrink; for, meager though 
the resources of the western provinces 
of Cuba may be, they yet would be suf- 
ficient to maintain the population and 
the Spanish troops for months and per- 
haps for years, unless more active 
measures were adopted to bring Spain 
tn terms. The fortress of Gibraltar, a 
little over 100 years ago, endured a siege 
of more than thj*e years; and Gibraltar 
was a barren rock. Havana, surrounded! 
by fertile though devastated fields, 
might well endure a siege for months.

paring to reduce the Spanish forces by 
land as well a* by sea, and it Is pursuing 
ft policy which.

OLYMPIC GAMES IN VIENNA. 


An Athletic Feature of Emperor Fraud* 


Joseph's Jubilee. 


A letter from Vienna annotmcea that 


a feature of tbe jubilee of Emperor 
Francis Joseph this summer will be tbe 
Olympic games in Vienna, beginning 
at tha end of Jnly. They -will be in 
charge of the Vienna Athletic club and 
will closely follow the Greek in ar- 
rangement and composition. The prin- 
cipal change will be made in the num- 
ber of contests — that is, the Vienna 
games will be limited to wrestling, run- 
ning, quoit throwing and lifting. None 
will be allowed to enter for the world's 
championship in the latter contest ex- 
cept he be able to raise dumbbells 
Weighing 100 kilograms. 


Tbe struggle for the world's cham- 


pionship in holding up dumbbells will 
be arranged as follows: Lifting the 
greatest weight from the ground with 
either hand and standing at attention, 
lifting tho heaviest dumbbells above the 
head with either hand, the same when 
standing at ease, holding & 50 kilogram 
dumbbell with either hand for the lon- 
gest time, lifting tho two greatest 
r/eifihts at once, and finally holding for 
ihe longest time with both hands a 
dumbbell weighing 100 kilograms. The 
victor is to receive a prize worth 500 
florins and the title of world's champion 
in weight holding and tbe large world's 
championship medal. There will be font 
minor cash prizes. The struggle for the 
European championship in wrestling 
will bo in the Qreco-Boman style, with 
• championship belt, 1,400 florins and ft 
titlo M the prized—Exchange.

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LESSON OP PATRIOTISM TAUGHT 


DENIZENS OF THE EAST SIDE. 


Th*y Are Coming to the Front as Recruits 


In Great Numbers — Lafayette Poit and 
Colonel Depew—LM Novedada* and Iti 
Spanish Editor, Don JOM Garcia. 


NEW YORK, April 98.—[Special.]—It Is 


fet only a few days since the breaking off 
tit diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Spain, but already a groat ob- 
ject lossou has been taught to all who 
cave been alort enough to look for it. 


This lesson ia that the foreign born don- 


izcns of that congested part of MunhaUan 
Island known as tbo east side aro every 
whit as patriotic as any other dwellers in 
this big oHy and as ready to go to the 
front for tlio honor and glory of the re- 
public as tholr nntivo American fellow 
cltl/ons. East sidora may bo, and certain- 
ly in jaaiiy instances aro, ignorant of much 
that is vital in tha institutions of the 
United States. Their combined vote, wore 
It to bo controlled in tbo mass by soino 
demagogue intonfc only ou serving bis 
purtonal ends, might turn out to bo a scri 
ous mention. But thoy understand full well 
tbufc whatever the faults of the republic 
rn:>y be it la the land of the free in deed 
nnd in truth. And when there IB fighting 
to bo dono they have no hesitation in 
offering themselves ES fighting men. 


This is tho more* gratifying from the 


foot that few recruits from among east 
siders ciimo forward while there was yet 
uncertainty as to what would be done. 
All tho latter port of last week, however, 
and all this weak so far, tboy have been 
crowding tbo temporary recruiting offices 
thrown open in east side neighborhoods 
with in eagerness and enthusiasm which 
must completely remove all suspicion that 
they fear to mako tbo supreme sacrifice 
for tho land of their adoption. 


Colonel Depew. 


One of the most active New York agen- 


cies lor the raising of troops is Lafayette 
post, G. A. H., the veteran organization 
of which Cbauncey M. Depew is a mem- 
ber. 
Over and ovor again this week I 


havo beard men question one another as 
to Mr. Depew'a military service in the 
civil war, which alone could entitle him 
to membership in tbo Grand Army. And 
I have heard it stated repeatedly that he 
took no part in the struggle, but was real- 
ly only an honorary member of the veter- 
ans' ordor. If I understand the facts, there 
are no honorary Q. A. R. men, and there- 
fore tho general notion regarding bis 
membership could not be correct. As a 
rnatlsr of fact, be did see service in the 
sixties, and this is how it-was, as he onoe 
told me himself: 


In 1803 he was a young lawyer with an 


office ia Pouphkenpsio. Ho was also adju- 
tant of tbo Eighteenth regiment of the 
state militia and bad long been expecting 
to be called to the front. One hot July 
morn ing the call was received. Lee had 
Invaded Pennsylvania, all the available 
forces were needed to head him off, and 
the militia reserves were wanted, and at 
onco. 


BeJnK adjutant, It was the duty of Mr. 


Depew to notify all bands of the cnll. The 
regiment was made up of companies in 
Poughkeepsie and tbo country round 
about, and it took some lively bustling to 
got word promptly to all, especially as the 
young adjutant bad also to arrange for 
the tiansfcr of his law practice to some 
one else. 
Tho men goS their notifications 


quickly, however, tbo transfer was made 
after a fashion, and 12 hours after the call 
was received all wore ready for tbeir south- 
ern trip. 
The mustering in followed im- 


mediately at Ycnkers, and tbo start iras 
mada late at night on board n train of box 
cars. 
They had uniforms^nd knapsacks 


and haversacks, but thoy had no guns, 
and they bad received lltrto drilling. How- 
evor, tbay were men who were willing to 
fight If need be, and the hurried trip excited 
them mightily. 


When they got to Baltimore, the battle 


of Gettysburg had been fought, the tide of 
war bad been turned, and the Eighteenth 
militia saw nothing more-serious while in 
Undo Sara's service after all than the 
Lurry trip from Tonkers to the Monu- 
mental City In a train of box cars. They 
remained south a month or two, tbougb, 
actiEg 03 garrison of a fort that formed 
part of Baltimore's defenses, and in that 
time were drilled regularly, so that on 
tbeir return to the north they were able to 
march with quite a soldierly bearing. 
Later, when the late James W. Husted 
was a general in the national guard, Mr. 
Depew was made colonel on his stafl. He 
used to look very martial in bis regimen- 
tals, but most New Yorkers bsvo long ago 
forgotten the time when Colonel Depew 
was often a figure in national guard pa- 
radas. 


Mn»t IAS Novedadoi Go? 


The Cubans bavo about made up tbeir 


minds to do all tbey can, auti that right 
speedily, to bring about the suppression of 
Las Novedades, tbe daily newspaper pub- 
lished In this city as tbe mouthpiece of the 
Spanish throne and already alluded to in 
this correspondence. 


It was thought by tbe officials of tbe 


junta that Don Jose Oaroln, being a loyal 
Spaniard, would get out of tho country on 
tbe beginning of actual hostilities. Until 
that time they regarded his newspaper 
more in tbe light of a daily amusement 
specially provided for tbeir delectation 
than as anything more serious. Don Gar- 
cia, however, like many another Spaniard, 
appears to have decided upon a continued 
residence here, and bis paper still comes 
out dally as regularly as the olcok. It is 
not as rabid In its utterances as It was 
some weeks ago—in fact, it has been toned 
down a whole lot ever since tho destruc- 
tion of the Maine. Bat it is still anti- 
American, anti-Cuban and pro-Spanish, 
and tha junta folk can't for tbe life of 
thorn see why its continuation is allowed.

With a little amateur knowledge of 


carpentry, a common table, a miter 
block, a miter shoot, a vise and a few 
homely tools, frames for engravings, 
etchings and photographs can be easily 
made. 


Prepared moldings, plain, gilt or or* 


namental, with pretty devices, may bo 
bought cheap and all ready to be glued 
on. Brown holland to cover the frames 
ia popular with some and is prepared 
by laying it on a table and putting over 
it either thick card or a thin pine board 
out to fit the picture intended for fram- 
ing. The holland, which ought to be 
two inches larger than the board, should 
be pinned on the underside and fasten- 
ed securely with glue when dry. An 
opening is out in it to admit the pic- 
ture, and the margin that must be left 
to turn under ia first pinned, to make it 
fit smoothly, and then glued. The 
frame is finished around with a narrow 
bit of molding, painted white and fit- 
ted at the corners by means of the miter 
block and sboo^, the lengths for the four 
sides being sawed off and transferred to 
the. shoot, to be cut at exactly the same 
angle. The corners must he fastened to- 
gether by brads or headless nails, the 
holes for the brada being made with an 
awl and afterward filled tip with a com- 
position of whiting and sizing. The 
molding ought to be carefully rubbed 
over with emery paper of fine quality 
before being painted. 


If a molding for the finished frame is 


desired, the process of preparation is to 
thoroughly rub the material used with 
emery paper, then to wash it over with 
a pipe clay and chrome yellow mixture, 
and when dry to give it a second coat 
and rub again with the paper, A coat- 
ing of oil gold size must now be applied 
and left on for 13 hours, after which 
the molding must be washed in clean 
water and strips of gold leaf, cut to the 
desired size, put on, the frame being 
freshly moistened for each leaf. Use a 
brush in pressing the leaf into place. 


Burnishing consists in giving the 


frame two or three coats of burnish 
size, after which it is thoroughly rub- 
bed and given a washing of spirit bur- 
nish. 


Orange and Rice Pudding'. 


Feel four oranges and slice them 


ronndways. Bring a pint of milk to the 
boil with an ounce of powdered sugar, 
beat up a tablespoonful of ground rice 
in a little cold milk and stir it into the 
boiling milk and stir over the fire till 
it all thickens. Pour it then into a 
basin and add to it gradually the beaten 
yolks of two eggs. Put a layer of this 
in a pie dish, then lay on it carefully 
half the sliced oranges, strewing these 
with sugar. Cover these with more of 
the rice flour mixture, then lay in the 
rest of the oranges and cover once again 
with the rice, etc. Whip the whites of 
the eggs to a stiff froth with a little 
sugar and pile it on the top of the pud- 
ding, which is then baked in a cool 
oven. Serve hot or cold.

Senator Chandler In Favor of Postal 


- Bank Loam 


Bond Issue Is Not Regarded 


Very Favorably. 


Secretary Gage Talked With New York's Lead-

Washington, April 28.—There wa< 


•ome discussion yesterday by the sen- 
ate committee on postofflces and post 
roads of the bill introduced by Senator 
Chandler to provide for a popular loan 
through a postal savings bank, and th« 
•uggestion was made that it might fur- 
nish a Ihore acceptable means of raising 
funds for the war than the bond clause 
of the house revenue bill. The measure 
provides for the Issuance of postal sav- 
ings notes of $50 and $100 payable to 
bearer and bearing 3 percent interest. 
A sub-committee was appointed to con- 
sider the details of the bill.

Desirable Features of the Bicycle Built 


For Two. 


Indications point to an increased de- 


mand for tandems tbis year. Tbe retail 
bicycle dealer and tbe manufacturer 
might do worse tban pay particular at- 
tention to this line of trade. Tbe prices 
of these double seated machines are, of 
course, lower than ever before. The 
true inwardness of tandem building af- 
fords room for considerable study. All 
bicycle manufacturers can build tan- 
tlems, but tbe proportion tban can turn 
out a good article is small. Probably 
the most common fault witb tandems ia 
that tbey are not strong enough, partic- 
ularly tbe frame. 
There are certain 


points of construction that should be, 
but are not, observed. To obtain the 
necessary strength it is essential to use 
very beavy tubing for certain portions 
of tho frame. 
If tbis is done, neither 


tbe weight of tbe riders nor the tremen- 
dous strain of both applying power to 
the pedals will have any appreciable ef- 
fect in throwing the frame out ot line. 


Undoubtedly a great deal of pleasure 


is derived from tandem riding, but it 
must be pursued in moderation, or with 
an experienced partner. It is admitted 
that two persons on a tandem can ac- 
complish better results than they could 
011 singles, but only by a greater expen- 
diture of effort. 
This is true particu- 


larly where there are many bills en- 
countered. Even the most smoothly, run- 
tiiug taudems require a deal of work to 
force them up bills, partially because it 
is absolutely necessary to go faster tban 
on single machines. Tbe same argument 
bolds good as to tbe distance covered. 
Eiders will experience more fatigue at 
the end of a day's journey, but, of 
course, the distance traveled will be 
greater.

Organ Music »nd Bach. 


Organ music reached its climax with 


Bach; it may perhaps be said that all 
music did. At any rate, one thing is 
certain—viz, if there has been any 
progress iu mnsio since the day of 
Bach, it has been dne to him. Bach's 
music is polyphonic, and polyhony is 
true music. To its foundation upon this 
Echoox is dne the fact that there has been 
no decadence in music in Germany. 
There has been no'advance in poly- 
phony since the days of Bach. Such 
advance as has been made has been in 
originality and boldness of modulation. 


For pure organ, music Bach still is 


and probably will always remain the 
greatest of all composers. Even with 
all the modern mechanical appliances 
that haVe been attached to the organ 
his works are still very difficult—per- 
haps the most difficult of organ compo- 
sitions. He must have been as great an 
organist as he was a composer. That 
he should have been able to play upon 
the organ of his day works so exacting 
in technique as bis own is simply mar- 
velous. 


It is one of the phenomena of musical 


history that, while orchestral, operatic 
and other branches of music were in 
their infancy in Bach's day and have 
developed since then, Bach brought or- 
gan music to its climax. He was not 
the small source whence flowed a rivu- 
let which in time was to expand into a 
broad stream; he was the broad stream 
itself. The word "Bach," in German, 
means a brook, which led a famous 
German composer to say punningly that 
this great master was not a Bach, but 
an ocean.—Fotnm.

Weapons Carried by Foreign Miners. 
In The Century there are several pa- 


pers devoted to the Pennsylvania coal 
regions. Henry Edward Eopd writes of 
"A Polyglot Community.". He says 
concerning the foreign miners: 


The first purchase made by Slovak or 


Polack is a revolver, by Italian or Sicil- 
ian a stiletto; then the newcomer buys 
a silver watch, and after that is secured 
he begins to save money. If the Slovak 
or Polaok is particularly thrifty, he 
postpones purchasing a revolver for sev- 
eral months and carries in one pocket 
a round, hard stone, large enough to 
crush a man's skull, and in another a 
piece of iron filched from the colliery 
scrap heap. The Italian or Sicilian too 
poor or too penurious to afford a stiletto 
buys, begs or steals a long file and sits 
down in his shanty or by the roadside, 
with two or three stones, and grinds it 
to a keen edge and a needlelike point. 
Then he fastens the blnnt end Tu a corn- 
cob and has ready for nse a weapon of 
no mean possibilities. Once armed, how- 
ever, and provided with a watch, the 
foreigner manages to live at a total ex- 
pense of about $6 a month—and this 
may be regarded as a liberal estimate in 
most instances. The remainder of his 
wages is saved toward the purchase of 
a vineyard or a farm in the old country, 
whither almost all expect to return and 
spend their lives. 9

Public Schools of Alaska.

Uncle Sam's Elaborate Precautions For 


Keeping Off Hostile Fleets. 


Some Mammoth Guns.

The subject of the coast defenses 01 


the United States is one which not only 
animates the movements of the war de- 
partment under the special supervision 
of Brigadier General Daniel W. Plagier, 
chief of ordnance, but it is also of per- 
sonal interest to millions of people 
v.-hose property and lives are in possi- 
ble prospective danger of loss or an- 
nihilation from the guns of an enemy. 


It will be a surprise to the general 


public, but the United. States govern- 
ment has had in process of construction 
for some years past a magnificent new 
system of coast defenses that entirely 
supersedes the old—a superb cordon of 
effective fortifications of the highest 
and most advanced type. It was be* 
pun in 1S93 under the supervision of 
General Thomas Lincoln Casey (since 
deceased), the then chief of engineers. 
It is these defenses rather than battla- 


- ships that will protect our ocean wash- 
ed cities, and no more important neces- 
sity for absolute protection can be im- 
agined than in the metropolis of tho 
country. 


The duty of the defense of New York 


will be successfully performed in an 
emergency by the heavy batteries of 
Fort Hancock, at Sandy Hook, and 
Forts Wadsworth and Hamilton, facing 
each other across the Narrows, and 
even the- fortifying of Plum island, iri 
Gravesend bay, will be a helpful <id- 
junct. 


Sandy Hook, from its position at the 


formal entrance of the outer New York 
bay, is the most important defensive 
point and has been specially prepared 
for the establishment of a. permanent 
battery of guns. The place has under- 
gone a transformation since its only 
Importance as a lighthouse station that 
renders it unfamiliar to the visitor of 
former days. The government took pos- 
session .of the beach for six miles from 
the sand butts of the proving ground,, 
and for months there have been signs 
of life and activity previously unknown. 
Residents of the Hook who could not 
furnish official reasons for their pres- 
ence were evicted some time ago, and 
work was immediately commenced on 
the new fortifications. It was pushed 
with commendable rapidity, a large 
number of laborers having been em- 
ployed in addition to the enlisted men. 


Visitors by rail find a weary walk of 


five or six miles through New Jersey 
sand, and the only othsr means of reach- 
ing this isolated spot is by the govern- 
ment boat Ordnance, which makes reg- 
ular daily trips from South ferry, at 
the foot of Broadway, New York city, 
touching at Governors island.

THE SCIENTIFIC WORLD. 


Moving pictures offer new' possibili- 


ties In scientific instruction and enter- 
tainment, Tfi? cinematograph wao suc- 
cessfully employed In following the re- 
cent so'lar tcllpse, and W. Camille Flam- 
inarlon has gone further by photo- 
graphing the heavens at different times 
from sunaet ,to sunrise, securing views 
by which' the spectacle of the nightly 
passage- of moon and star* may be 
shown on a screen In a few minutes. 
He proposes to photograph nun spots, 
exhibiting by their movement the rota- 


tion of the sun. The earth has not 
been forgotten, and remarkable pictures 
of It In motion have been obtained by 
rotating before a cinematograph a large 
model, illuminated by a lamp, giving 
the effect of the sun.

The proving ground at Sandy Hook 


is rarely without one of more guns dif- 
ferent either in construction 'or pro- 
jectile from those In ordinary use, and 
new idea's for the mountings and ma- 
chinery of carriages are constantly be- 
ing put into practical use. The dyna- 
mite and miscalled "disappearing guns" 
—for it should be "disappearing car- 
riages"—have been pictured so often 
that they are familiar features to the 
general public. 


The guns that are thought to be the 


most serviceable in coast defense are the 
8 inch, 10 inch and 12 inch breechload- 
ing steel rifles and the steel and oast 
iron mortars of 12 inch caliber. These 
tyj5ea form part of each coast battery, 
the mortars generally being regarded as 
the most reliable for defensive pur- 
poses. They have great destructive 
power and are the only type of gun—- 
for they are also called howitzers— 
easily and precisely handled at angles 
of extraordinary elevation. They carry 
a projectile of 1,000 pounds that can be 
sent up into the air and dropped on 
the deck of a vessel, thus doing a cer- 
tain kind of damage impossible by any 
other means and surely more effectual 
than any straight shot, in which the 
chances of striking a vital spot are con- 
jectural. The probability is that no 
vessel afloat would fail to be completely 
demolished if one of these projectiles 
should pierce her deck and explode in 
her Interior. This would easily be the re- 
sult of a well aimed shot, as the missile 
will pass through a 6 inch steel plate 
without difficulty, and the steel deck of 
a vessel is rarely more than half as 
thick. The shells can be fired from 
four to six miles and dropped with 
great accuracy Into an area smaller 
than that covered by the deck of a 
ship, and each projectile is charged 
with about 100 pounds of highly explo- 
sive powder of fiery combustibility. The 
steel gun, which weighs about 60 tons. In j 
mounted, as are the 8 inch and 10 Inch 
guns, on either the United Stales dlsap< 
pearing cariiage or the one known as 
the Buffington-Ciozler. The latter per- 
mits the firing, as shown by actual test 
at Sandy Hook, under unfavorable con- 
ditions of wind and weather, of ten 
rounds in 16 minutes and 57 seconds. 
The weight of a projectile of a 12 inch 
steel gun \a usually about 1,000 pounds. 
It can pass through 22 inches of steel 
fired at a distance of two miles with a 
charge of 480 . pounds of brown* pris- 
matic powder.

An interesting method of measuring

In observing the shadow cast by the 
peak of Tenerife upon the »e« and 
measuring the time that elapses be- 
tween the .moment when the apex of 
the shadow touches the sea horlson and 
the instant when it Is eclipsed by the 
shadow of night. A phenomenon hith- 
erto unnoticed Is the shadow cast by 


the heated air rising from the peak, 
giving a faint oblique prolongation of 
the shadow of the apex. 


A most impressive phenomenon seems 


to have escaped general notice. It is 
the earth's shadow in the sky, which, 
according to Professor W, R. Brooks 
of Geneva, N. Y., first becomes visible 
about half an hour after sunset as a 
uarti.purplish haze on the eastern sky 
and gradually rises until lost in the 
gloom of early night. • The shadow, 
which Is doubtless usually mistaken for 
cloud or haze. Is seen equally well on 
the western sky before sunrise.

The two big barns 
with all they contained were a total lose, 
however. The money value of the loss is 
estimated at $3,500. Tbe insurance is 
$1,000 placed through the Gallup agency. 


BIG DAMAGE BY WATER, 


Zylonite Reservoir Overflows. Water 


Let Into Canal and Banks Cave In. 


The rain which has fallen during the 


past week caused tbe reservoir at the 
Mannessman Tube works at Zylonite to 
fill to overflowing and Wednesday even- 
ing the gatss of the pond were opened 
and some of the water let out. The water 
wben it comes out of the pond flows 
through the canal on the east side of the 
Boston & Albany railroad, opposite the 
works, and into the Hoosac river. 


The result of so much water passing 


tl rough the canal caused the rip-rapping 
on tbe sides to cave in at many daces and 
did considerable damage. 


At the place in the canal wbere ma- 


chinery has been placed to turn the water 
back, was a small building owned by' B. 
B, Cook and nearby is a large horse barn. 
A man named Carey bas been living in 
the first mentioned buildidg. Wednesday 
morning about 10 o'clock he became un- 
easy when he saw how tbe banks of the 
canal were caving and abandoned his 
home. It was none too soon, for in a few 
minutes after he left there was a big cav- 
ing in and the building dropped into the 
canal. In falling it turned almost com- 
pletely over and is still there. 


The cave in is about 50 feet wide and it 


will cost considerable money :md will 
require a great deal of labor before it can 
be repaired. 


Death of Michael McNamara. 


Michael McNamara, aged 32 years, died 


this morning at the home of his father, 
Perry' McNamara, on the east road in 
Clarksburg. The cause of his death was 
consumption which his father believes 
was the result of an accident which 
befell him on the first day of April, 1897. 
At that time the father was sick and in 
the hospital, and the son was taking his 
place on the milk wagon. 
On Union 


street, near the foot of Union bill, the 
wagon was struck by an electric car going 
down the hill. The wagon was smashed, 
and Mr. McNamara was hurled some dis- 
tance. He struck on his body, face down, 
and did not think at the time that he was 
seriously hurt. A little later one of his 
lungs began to give him trouble, which 
gradually developed into consumption. 
The Hoosac Valley Street Railroad com- 
pany was sued for damages and the case 
is still in court.

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FAVORABLE REPORT 


Creylock Reservation Bill 


Presented to the Legis- 


lature Yesterday. 41 


COMMITTEE SHOWN MOUNTAIN 


Reception Last Night and Drives to 


Adams and Williamstown Today. 


Bill 
Now Goes to Ways 


and Means Committee. 


Members of the state legislative com- 


mittee on harbors and public lands are 
being shown the beauties of Northern 
Berkshire, centering around Greylock to- 
day. It is the long-deferred visit on ac- 
count of the Greylock reservation bill. 
The committee planned to come several 
weeks ago, but were obliged to postpone 
tho trip until now. They secured an ex- 
tension of time which allowed them, to 
make their report—after tho regular date, 
but as this extension ended yesterday 
they were obliged to report before coming • 
to thif, city. 


The report was favorable, ait bad been 


anticipated. The sum of $25,000 is recom- 
mended for the securing of the reserva- 
tion. The bill provides that within 30 
days from the passage of the act the gov- 
ernor shall appoint a commission of three, 
all oi them from Berkshire county, one to 
bold office for two years, one for four and 
and one for six, with new appointments 
every two years, who shall serve without 
pay. 
This commission mny purchase 


land on Qreylock range, up to 10,000 acres, 
in WilliatnGtown, New Ash ford, Cheshire, 
Adams and this city, 525,000 to be allowed 
for tbe purposes of the act. The com- 
missioners arj to have similar powers in 
acquiring land to those given to the met- 
ropolitan park commission and shall be 
vested with full power and authority to 
care for, protect and maintain tbe same 
on behalf of the state. 


This is the first step in tbe matter, and 


gives the bill all the support in the power 
of the public lands committee. It now 
goes to the vays and means committee, 
and will probably be given another hear- 
ing before them. 


The fact that they bad reported fav- 


orably did .not at all diminish the en- 
thusiasm with which the members were 
received here. 
If anything, it added to 


the warmth of the greeting. 


The committee arrived at 8.05 last 


evening. None of the members of the 
senata committee were able to come. 
Those in the party are Chairman F. W, 
Francis of New Bedford, C. E. Hoag of 
Springfield, T. A. McManus of Boston, L. 
M. Ross of Boston, and A. H. Morrison of 
Fall River, all members of the bonse 
committee, Representative Macken of 
Hinsdale, and House Messenger L. K. 
Davis of Worcester, who is in charge of 
the party. 


They were met at tbe station, and taken 


directly to the Wilson bouse, where they 
took dinner. Soon after 9 they went to 
the board of trade rooms, where for an 
hour or so they met a large number of 
local people. The reception was a very 
pleasant affair, and the members of tbe 
committee expressed themselves as much 
pleased with their welcome. 


This morning about 9 o'clock, the party 


left the Wilson in two of Flagg's large 
mountain wagons to drive to Adams and 
Williamstown. A number of prominent 
local men accompanied the committee. 
The city was represented by Solicitor 
Ashe, 
Treasurer 
Hardenbergb 
and 


Auditor Bond. For the local Greylock 
committee there were 
Representative 


Magenis, G. B. Perry and L. C.. Chase. 
A. J. Witherell was also in the party. 


The drive to Adams was over the west 


road to Adams, and after visiting the 
Plunkett mills, the return was made by 
the east road. The views of Greylock 
were excellent, and the only drawback 
was the cold, raw wind. 


They reached this city again soon after 


11, and C. Q. Richmond and Principal 
Murdoch jotned the party for the ride to 
Williamstown. An elaborate dinner was 
served at the Idlewild, and the part.r were 
driven about Williams college under the 
guidance of Prof. Dale and Dr. Bascom. 


Missing Burlington Boy Browned, 


The dead body of Earl Sheldon, the 


eight-years-old son of F. M. Sheldon of 
Burlington, Vt., who suddenly and mys- 
teriously disappeared from his home Feb- 
ruary 19, has been found in Lake Cham- 
plain. 


It will be remembered that notices of 


tbe disappearance, with pictures of the 
boy, were sent broadcast over the coun- 
try soon ufter he was misssd, and many 
papers, including THE TKANSCEIPT, pub- 
lished accounts of the strange happening 
in the hope of aiding the agonized par- 
ents to find their lost boy. The affair re- 
called to tbe public mind the famous 
Charlie Rots Abduction, and it was feared 
that this was a similar case. 


The Sheldon boy left a party of com- 


panions with 
whom be 
bad been 


playing in the park with the state- 
ment .that he was 
going 
home, 


and that was the last seen of him. Tho 
most diligent search and inquiry failed to 
bring to light any trace of the missing 
boy, whoso body was found last Friday at 
the bottom of Lake Champlain not far 
from shore. 


Although this discovery explains the 


boy's death, the mystery in one sense Is 
almost as great as before. Tho question 
at once arises, how came he in the lake? 
He bad been happily playing with other 
boys and started alone for homo because 
bis feet were wet. Why be should go 
alone to tbe lake no one can explain, and 
whether he fell or deliberately jumped in 
will probably never bo known, but it is 
hardly reasonable to believe that a boy of 
eight years would commit snicide under 
any circumstances. 


The boy's stepmother was formerly 


Miss Lida Pettit of Williamstown, a sister 
of Mrs. Charles Scott of this city. The 
finding of tbe body, sad as the circum- 
stances are,is a great relief to thefamily and 
friends, as tbe unwelcome truth is prefer- 
able to the terrible suspense under which 
they suffered for two months.
